HIS ALBUM of views of the Sino-Japanese conflict at Shanghai consists principally of views taken in the field 
by Chinese, Japanese and British photographers. Generally speaking, few restrictions were placed upon the free 
movement of accredited photographers during the operations, and in this sense it is a unique record of modern 
war at close quarters. 


There may appear to be a preponderance of photographs of Japanese in the field. This is because the 
drift of the operations was outwards from the Settlement boundaries, with the Japanese between the Foreign 
Settlements and the opposing Chinese forces, making the Chinese lines difficult of access. 


Reference to the map on the opposite page will give a general idea of the area involved, and will enable 
the reader to locate the territory in which each photograph was taken by the place names at the top of the 
following pages. Starting from the International Settlement, Hongkew and Chapei are to the north (Hongkew 
partly inside and partly outside the Settlement, and Chapei wholly outside) ; farther north still are Kiangwan and 
Woosung. To the west is Chenju and Hungjao, and to the south Nantao (all Chinese territory). A larger 
scale map of the Settlements is overleaf. 


The country is flat agricultural land, intersected by numerous creeks. Shanghai itself is densely 
populated with about 3,200,000 people, of whom only about 30,000 are of European or American parentage. 
The conflict started on January 29 and ended on March 4, 1932; the average maximum temperature for this 
period was 49 degrees, and the average minimum 37 degrees. The weather was generally overcast, with 


occasional snow and rainstorms. 
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THE FOREIGN SETTLEMENTS OF SHANGHAI COMPARED WITH LONDON 


The above Sketch Map has been prepared to give an idea of the extent of Shanghai as compared with London. The Foreign Settlements (shaded) and the surrounding thickly 
populated districts have been superimposed on a Map of London drawn to scale. It will be seen that our Western Boundary is nearly level with Hammersmith Bridge, 
while our Eastern Boundary covers Victoria Park. The Chinese City has room to spare in Hyde Park. 
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THE SH money BUND TO-DAY 


The Bund is the centre of the business district of Shanghai and is nearly a mile in length. From the left the highest buildings are respectively the Hongkong Shanghai Bank, 
the Custom House, the “North-China Daily News” Office, and the Cathay Hotel.

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THE FIGHT FOR THE RAILWAY LINE 


The Chinese and Japanese Lines are on each side of the Shanghai-Woosung Railway at this point. To the right is the Sikh Gurdwara, and in the distance 
on the extreme left is the Commercial Press Factory. Japanese Marines are in action in the lower right-hand corner.

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LOYANG 


The National Government of 
China has recently transferred 
its Capital from Nanking to Lo- 
yang. Loyang is to the west of 
the Peking-Hankow Railway, about 
halfway to Tientsin from Hankow. 
It is the Capital of Honan, and 
appears on many maps as Honanfu. 
It is one of the most ancient cities 
in China, dating from the Chou 
Dynasty, a thousand years before 
Christ. Known originally as Lo-i, 
it afterwards became Loyang, and 
bore that name as the Capital City 
under five successive dynasties. 
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The New Capital 


Wealthy in historical associations, 
like Peking, Loyang is a city of 
‘he past, with a present-day popula- 
tion of about 20,000. North of the 
walled city are the tombs of the 
Han Emperors; here also lie many 
famous men of the Tang and Sung 
Dynasties. The city is drained by 
two rivers running into the Yellow 
River. About ten miles away ate 


the famous cave temples of Lung- 
men, known also as the Cliff of the 
Thousand Buddhas.
